Holsteins Of St. Norbert 
Establishes New Highe 
For Butterfat Production 


Amulree Baroness Pietje, a pure- 
bred Holstein cow owned by Rock- 
wood Holsteins, St. Norbert, Man., 
has just established a Canadian re- 
cord for butterfat production for two 
consecutive yearly tests on three 
times-a-day milking. Starting on 
test as an eight year old she produc- 
ed in 365 days 1,098 pounds fat from 
26,070 pounds milk, average test 4.21 
per cent. butterfat and now has just 
finished her next yearly test with 
1,259 pounds fat from 32,080 pounds 
milk (3.92 per cent, butterfat) for a 
two lactation total of 2,357 pounds 
fat from 58,150 pounds milk. Not 
only is this the largest two lactation 
butterfat record ever made by a 
Canadian Holstein on three time-a- 
day milking but it stands second re- 
gardless of times milked daily hav- 
ing been beaten only by the total of 
2,357 pounds fat from 58,150 pounds 
milk made on four times-a-day milk- 
ing in 1922 and 1923 by DeKol Plus 
Segis Dixie, owned by Hon, D. Ray- 
mond, Vaudreiuil, Que. 

The only Holstein in the world

Butter And 


More Butter 

Once again the common people 
in Canada, faced with high but- 
ter prices and denied margarine, 
are making their own butter sub- 
stitutes. Novel recipes are going 
the rounds, such as: 


Take a pound of butter and place 
in a large bowl. Cover with corn- 
flakes. Add flour, cinnamon, baking 
powder, and sufficient vinegar to 
soften the whole. 

Mash hard with an ordinary potato 
masher. Leave till it jells. 

Result: Two pounds of buttér for 
one, 

Haying put one pound of butter in 
a bowl add a quantity of seeded 
raisins, some diced carrots and a can 
of mushroom soup, Stir with large 
spoon till thick, adding milk as re- 
quired. 

Pour out all on clean table and 
roll flat with rolling pin. Bundle it 
all together and knead till soft. 

Result: 2% pounds of butter. 

Place 1 Ib. of butter on a firm table 
and, using ordinary hammer, batter 
till flat, also soft. Scrape Burface 
carefully till all butter is removed. 

Slap the material into a large cot- 
ton or linen bag and soften further 
by pounding bag on walls of kitchen. 
When reduced to proper consistency, 
place stuff in a large bowl and add 
jelly powder, mace, a pinch of celery 
salt and a touch of paprika. Add an 
equal quantity of rolled oats and stir 
until thick. 

Result: 3 Ibs. of butter. 


Sometimes Family 
Tree Disappointing 


LONDON. — George Sherwood, 80, 
earns dollars for Britain by export-

MINES IN SPOKANE

WORTH UP TO $165,000,000 

SPOKANE.—Mines in the Spokane 
area produced zinc, lead, silver, cop- 
per and gold worth approximately 
$165,000,000 during 1947, the United 
States Bureau of Mines statistics re- 
vealed. 

The area includes British Columbia, 
North Idaho, Eastern Washington 
and Western Montana.

WASHINGTON.—It is a good bet 
that there will oon be a $5,000,000 
fence going up along the Mexican 
border — part of the U.S. govern- 
ment’s plan for protecting the coun- 
try's livestock from the ravages of 
the hoof-and-mouth disease now run- 
ning rampant in Mexico. 

Should the fence be built, as many 
lawmakers and officials now urge, it 
will be the longest barrier in the 
world, a wire curtain stretching for 
2,000 unbroken miles between the 
U 8. and Mexico, from the gulf on the 
east to the Pacific on the west. 

That would be 500 miles longer 
than the Great Wall of China, pains- 
takingly built over several centuries 
across the north of that country to 
repel invading barbarians, 

At first, many officials and con- 
gressmen were cool toward the idea 
of the super-fence. It would not, 
they pointed out, keep birds from 
carrying the disease into this coun- 
try. But that was a year ago. Now 
they are ready to grab at straws. 

This country, co-operating with 
Mexico, has spent $35,000,000 in a 
vain attempt to wipe out the disease. 
Actually, it has spread until it is less 
than 250 miles from Brownsville, 
Texas. 

Government experts readily admit 
that U.S. losses would amount to bil- 
lions if the highly contagious infec- 
tion reaches the American border. 

Only sure-fire method of eliminat- 
ing the disease is by slaughter and 
immediate burial of all infected and 
exposed animals. Until recently, some 
700 Americans, twice as many Mexi- 
cans, and most of the Mexican army 
were following such an eradication 
program. That procedure was re- 
cently abandoned, at least temporar- 
ily, due to the impact on the Mexi- 
can economy. 

Some 500,000 cattle alone had been 
slaughtered, but the numbers of 
stricken and exposed animals remain- 
ing to be killed kept right on in- 
creasing. 

Widespread Opposition 

For ‘some time, Mexican officials 
had argued for an end to the cattle- 
killing program due to the loud pro- 
tests of Mexican farmers. Many have 
only one or two cattle which serve 
both as work animals and provide 
their families much of their food. 

The going was rugged for slaugh- 
ter units on the firing line. 

Washington officials do not admit 
it publicly, but sometimes U.S, field 
forces in Mexico were afraid to leave 
their hotels, When they took to the 
road, they were constantly guarded 
by armed Mexican soldiers. 

To the farmers south of the border, 
the “sanitary rifle’, as they termed 
the guns with which cattle were dis- 
patched, became a hated symbol for 
the whole slaughter program. " 

It is no secret that seven Mexican 
members of the sanitary forces were 
slain by outraged villagers who could 
not understand the necessity for kill- 
ing their livestock. Unofficial esti- 
mates of the number of Mexicans 
killed during the eradication cam- 
paign run as high as 200. 

As a result of this widespread op- 
position, the slaughter campaign was 
slow and frustrating. Sanitary forces 
moved from a “cleaned out” area 
only to find later that the disease had 
erupted there again because a farm- 
er had concealed his infected animals 
in a remote highway. 

Some Mexicans believed cattle 
slaughter was the preliminary to loss 
of their own lives or “castration” at 
the hand of “The Gringo”, The 
“Colossus of the North”, they believe, 
is on the march again. This attitude 
has thrown some gimmicks into joint 
U.S.-Mexican public health projects. 

Meanwhile, U.S. cattlemen are un- 
derstandably worried stiff. Many 
have publicly protested abandonment 
of the eradication plan. But at a re- 
cent closed session in .the White 
House, President Truman scotched 
the suggestion that we should in- 
augurate a “get tough” policy in 
Mexico, ; 

Since the problem is international, 
he pointed out, it must be solved 
through negotiations and persuasion. 

However, conflicting reports of 
what has been happening south of 
the border have increased the pres- 
sure in U.S. congress for an investi- 
gation. Chairmen of the senate and 
house agriculture committees, who 
last year sent a joint committee to 
Mexice to review the eradication pro- 
gram, have asked the agriculture de- 
partment for “all the facts” leading 
up to the halt of all-out slaughter. 

Rumors that high Mexican officials 
lined their pockets with U.S. dollars 
paid out as indemnities for slaughter- 
ed cattle are denied by agriculture 
officials. 

Meanwhile, the agriculture depart- 
ment, with Mexican government offi- 
cials, is revamping the attack on 
foot-and-mouth disease. 

Slaughter of exposed and infected 
animals has stopped, as announced, 
within the 1,000-mile wide zone of 
infection clear across central Mexico. 
However, two~quarantine lines have 
been established in northern Mexico 
with slaughter continuing in a 50- 
mile buffer zone between them,

tion of hoof-and-mouth disease pays 
out cash indemnities ‘to campesinos 
(cattle farmers) for loss of their dis- 
eased cattle which have been killed. 
Even so, many cattle owners have 
protested against the slaughter of 
their stock, 


including work to develop a vaccine 
which will immunize animals against 
the malady. Present vaccines are 
good for about one year, but vacci- 
nated animals immediately become 
carriers of the infection, 

More help will be given the Mexi- 
can government in educating Mexi- 
can farmers to the eventual need for 
slaughter to wipe out the menace. 

Then there is that fence, now being 
considered by U.S. congress, which 
would trail all the way across the 
continent, 

Experts on fences say that it prob- 
ably would be about six feet high 
(Texans want it higher), with a foot 
or two of closely woven mesh at the 
bottom to keep out small animals. 
The balance would be composed of 
strands of barbed wire.

ELECTRICAL RADIANT 
HEATED 


RARITAN, N.J.—A “home of to- 
morrow” with electrical radiant heat- 
ing—that is, no coal, oil or gas fur- 
nace—was exhibited here. 

This new system is practical now 
where electricity can be © obtained 
cheaply, and in the years to come 
may provide an answer to the coun- 
try’s dwindling oil and coal resources. 

The new heating unit is installed 
in the ceiling of the rooms, and can- 
not be seen. It sends out heat waves 
that do not warm the air but do 
warm objects — and people — in the 
room. 

Officials of the U.S. rubber com- 
pany which developed the system 
pointed out that the sun is the best 
example of radiant heat in that it 
heats the earth without heating the 
atmosphere between the earth and 
the sun. 

The dwelling with the new system 
which was exhibited is a laboratory 
house. It was put up by the John B. 
Pierce Foundation and Scientists ot 
that organization have been making 
tests. As part of the experiment, 
Mr. and Mrs. Burt Johns have agreed 
to live in the four-room home. 

The heating panels, called uskon, 
are heated by a conductive rubber 
resistant element. Scientists explain- 
ed that rubber normally is an excel- 
lent insulator against electricity, but 
in these panels the chemical nature 
of the rubber has been reversed, 
thereby making it conduct electrical 
current. The panels are made in 
sizes of four feet by four but can be 
manufactured in other sizes. Installa- 
tion is simple and far less expensive 
than installing pipes, radiators or hot 
air systems, 

The only hitch is the cost of elec- 
tricity, the company scientists said. 
Estimates indicate, they said, that 
the system can be operated as eco- 
nomically as other systems in well- 


insulated houses where electricity can 
be obtained for one and one-half 
cents per kilowatt hour or Iess.

Of Grasshopper 
Plague For 1948 


REGINA. — Warning that grass- 
hoppers, the bane of western farmers 
during the mid-thirties, would be 
more numerous and widespread in 
Saskatchewan in 1948 than in any 
year since 1940, was issued bf Agri- 
culture Minister I, C. Nollet. 

Referring to the 1948 grasshopper 
forecast prepared by the Dominion 
entomological laboratory, Saskatoon, 
he urged municipalities to order bait 
and other supplies immediately in 
preparation for an all-out control 
campaign, 


said. “A good poisoning campaign 
can prevent spring damage to crops 
and poisoning in the spring can also 
reduce the extent of crop damage by 
winged grasshoppers in the fall.’ 

The Dominion entomological labor- 
atory forecast showed grasshopper 
eggs present in sufficient numbers in 
170 municipalities to threaten crops 
this spring, with the infested area 
extending southward from North 
Battleford to the U.S. border and 
from Alberta eastward to Wynyard, 
Regina and Estevan.
